Disappointing Crop Reports Tend To Les­ 
sen Confidences. 


CATHOLIC SANCTUARY AT MOR­ 
GAN, M INN., DEM OLISHED. 


The Building W as Entirely Demolished 
—Carlessness Caused a Terrible 
W reck on the Rail Near Aurora, 
IU , and Several Boys Lost Their 
Lives in Consequence. 


Morgan, M ian,, Aug. 17.—The Ro­ 
man Catholic church a t this place was 
struck by lightning last n ght, and 
totally demolished. 
Aurora, 111.’ Aug. 17.—A railroad dis­ 
aster full of horrors occurred yesterday 
afternoon a t the bleaching works, a 
mile and a half north of this city. One 
life was lost, another fatality will re­ 
sult, and three other persons were in­ 
jured. These victims are all boys. In 
addition to this, the passenger train 
was demolished. The accident was due 
to an open switch, which permitted a 
passenger train to collide with a car 
loaded with carboys full of acid. The 
victims of the disaster, in addition to 
being crushed 
and 
bruised, 
were 
drenched with the acid and horribly 
burned. Those who suffered from the 
wreck are: The dead: 
THOMAS ROST. 
The injured: 
Charles Chilvers, will die. 
Arthur Robinson, bruised and burned 
w ith acid. 
Fred Robinson, bruised and burned 
with acid. 
J. Munch, bruised and cut. 
Conductor Charlson, of the passenger 
train, back injured. 
W illiam Farwell, brakeman; fore­ 
head badly cut. 
Mrs. Nancy Smith, of Chicago, aged 
84 years. 
Mrs. Van 
Wert, of Batavia; 
nose 
broken and otherwise injured. 
Two women passengers, overcome by 
the shock. 
Although 
the 
train 
was 
badly 
wrecked, the passengers 
all escaped 
serious injury. The 
boys who were 
h u rt were playing on the car loaded 
with acid that stood on the side track. 
Blame of the terrible wreck undoubt­ 
edly lies with the switching crew, who 
had been working in the vicinity only 
half an 
hour 
before the passenger 
pulled out. The eng leer of the pas­ 
senger train noticed nothing wrong 
with the switch until his engine had 
swerved into it, and was close upon the 
car only a few rods away. Neither he 
nor the' fireman had time to jump, but 
miraculously went through the wreck 
without a scratch. The front of the 
boiler was crushed in by the collision, 
and escaping steam and hot water min­ 
gled with the deadly acids in their work 
of destruction. The acid was sulphuric 
acid and was to be used in the bleach­ 
ery. The carload had been received 
only yesterday. Tom Rost, the boy 
killed, was a son of the engineer of thef 
bleachery and his father was the first 
to pull his boy’s body out of the wreck. 
The injured were all removed to their 
homes and cared for. A wrecking crew 
arrived at 9 o’clock and the work of 
clearing the tracks was at once com­ 
menced. The father of the Rost boy 
and several others Were burned about 
the hands by acid while engaged in 
getting the boy’s body out from the 
splintered cars.

>o.’s weekly review of trade says: 
“It is a belated season; a frozen May 
set everything back. The heavy busi­ 
ness which ought to have been done in 
May 
and 
June 
was 
pushed 
into 
July, so that the midsummer decline 
due in July comes in August. W ith 
this in mind, one is not surprised to 
And the shrinkage from July to August 
rather more conspicuous than usual. 
The disappointing crop reports of last 
Saturday, though evidently distrusted, 
lessen confidence in regard to the fu­ 
ture of trade, even while some specu­ 
lators gain by them. 
“Back of all doubts is the fact that 
the industries are doing better than 
anybody could have expected. Textile 
imports have been very heavy, and ad­ 
vances in cotton goods to some extent 
check buying, while Fall River spin­ 
ners are organizing for restoration of 
wages paid before the panic. Woolen 
manufacturers find in their way large 
sales of foreign goods at prices which 
cause official investigations. The sales 
of wool—6,313,600 domestic and 5,279,- 
900 foreign this month, against 12,870,- 
650 domestic and 1,602,500 foreign last 
year, 
and 
11,369,802 
domestic 
and 
4,566,500 foreign—indicate that domes­ 
tic wool is largely held for speculation 
at prices about a cent higher than man­ 
ufacturers feel able to pay. 
“Crop reports modified expectations 
as to cotton and 
wheat, and cotton 
speculators have bought heavily, lifti­ 
ng the prices 5-16, while wheat, with 
more evidence of loss in yield, has de­ 
clined 1% cents. A third of the year’s 
consumption of American cotton is yet 
on hand, but not a third of the year’s 
consumption of wheat. 
Receipts for 
the week were better, but not half last 
year’s, and in three weeks 6,598,531 
bushels, against 17,211,633 bushels last 
year. Atlantic exports for the week 
have been 
889,301 
bushels, 
against 
2,749,535 last year, flour included, and 
for three weeks 
2,552,880 bushels, 
against 8,242,683 last year. The offi­ 
cial reports for July show exports of 
8,611,028 
bushels, 
flour 
included, 
against 10,800,147 last year, but the Pa­ 
cific exports increased five fold at an 
average of 57 cents per bushel, while 
Atlantic exports at about 72 cents per 
bushel were but 6,022,863 bushels, flour 
included, against 10,265,559 last year. 
Com declined % of a cent with favor­ 
able news, and pork fell 25 cents per 
barrel and lard 18 cents per hundred 
pounds. 
“Failures for the 
week have been 
196 in the United States, against 229 
last year, and thirty-eight in Canada, 
against forty-five last year.”

It is not known what was the cause of 
the shooting, but it is thought it was 
due to a criticism by Holmes of Aush­ 
land’s methods of treating a patient in 
the Portland hospital, where Aushland 
called at Holmes’ office to make him 
retract.

Newton Winn Shot Down By W on Recd 
While the Jndge Looked On. 
Platte City, Mo., Aug. 17.—During 
the progress of a petty trial in the Cir­ 
cuit court here yesterday W att Reed 
shot and 
fatally 
wounded

Winn. 
Reed is under arrest. 
The 
courtroom was crowded at the time 
and a wild scene ensued. 
Winn and Reed are prominent farm­ 
ers near Plattsburg. One had charged 
the other with stealing a large number 
of hogs, and in a fight that grew out 
of the occurrence the people of Clinton 
county took sides. Yesterday repre­ 
sentatives of the two factions crowded 
the courtroom and made no pretense of 
covering up their show of feeling. 
After the proceedings had gone on 
for some time, John Cross, lawyer for 
Reed, made an insulting rem ark about 
W inn’s son. Winn rose as if to strike 
at Cross, when Reed drew his revolver 
and before his arm could be arrested 
sent two bullets into W inn’s body, one 
piercing the right arm and the other 
going through the abdomen. 
In the 
excitement that followed Reed made 
his way to the door and was just es­ 
caping when arrested. 
Winn was carried to a neighboring 
house in a dying condition and cared 
for. Reed is in jail, while many of his 
enemies are making threats against his 
life. No fear of lynching is felt, how­ 
ever.

English Currency Reformers. 
London, Aug. 17—A meeting of the 
members of parliament favorable to 
currency reform was held in the house 
of commons yesterday. It was resolved 
to form a parliamentary committee, its 
members being engaged to promote an 
international conference, for the pur­ 
pose of considering what measures can 
be taken “to remove or mitigate the 
evils resulting from the fluctuations 
growing out of the divergence in the 
relative value of gold and silver.” At 
a public meeting held at St. Pancras, a 
resolution was adopted, urging upon 
the government the pressing necessity 
of joining the other powers in an in­ 
ternational agreement to settle the cur­ 
rency question. 


Epidemic of Typhoid Fever. 
Marion, la., Aug. 17.—The continu­ 
ous drouth is drying up the springs 
from which the city water supply has 
been drawn and the water company has 
been compelled to take its water from 
Indian river, which is wholly unfit for 
use. As a result the town is suffering 
an nepidemic of typhoid and other ma­ 
lignant forms of fever.

e n t appearance. Cut one of th e masses 
in two and it is found to be as clear as 
p late glass and n o t unlike th e good 
housew ife’s lem on jelly. 
T here is no 
g ra in in it and it does not m elt aw ay 
in 
th e 
sun 
as 
rapidly as one 
w ould 
suppose. 
Iron 
ru st 
w ill 
discolor it w herever it comes in con 
ta c t w ith a pipe or bolt, b u t otherw ise 
i t does not seem to change color a t all. 
T h ere is no more odor to it th a n there 
w ould be to any substance th a t lies in 
th e river and th e outside is th e only 
portion th a t gives any indication of 
its origin. 
River Experts Balked. 
T he outer surface is generally of a 
w ater green color and 
is divided off 
into m inature star shaped sections. 
T h is p attern is only apparent on the 
skin like outer surface, and does not 
extend into th e mass 
underneath.

N j w th a t there is a vacancy on the 
supreme bench the usual complaint is 
made th at the salaries paid to the jus- 
ticas are altogether inadequate, and 
th a t we cannot expect to get the best 
judicial m aterial unless the pecuniary 
inducem ents are greater. 
It 
is de­ 
clared th a t $10,000 a year is no in* 
ducem ent to offer to a competent law ­ 
yer, of sufficient experience to fill the 
position, inasmuch as he is reasonably 
certain to be 
earning considerable 
more than 
th a t 
in 
his 
private 
practice. 
The 
inducem ent 
may 
be 
sufficient 
but 
certain it is 
th a t so far we have had the best men, 
and th at our supreme tribunal is not 
only above criticism from our own cit­ 
izens, but is respected by other n a­ 
tions. The acquisition of justices who 
are not actuated by mercenary consid­ 
erations is no small advantage.

F O RTU N E 
If Cuba is to cut loose from Spain it 
m ust be annexed to the United States. 
It must be either Spanish or Ameri­ 
can. 
T hat is the feeling of this coun­ 
try. 
More than forty years ago, England 
and France asked the United States to 
join them in a treaty in which each 
would promise for itself not to ac­ 
quire the island, and to discounten­ 
ance all attem pts in th at direction by 
other nations. 
Edward Everett, then 
secretary of state, refused on the part 
of the Fillmore 
adm inistration 
to 
enter into an agreement on this ques­ 
tion w ith any European power, de­ 
claring th at Cuba’s fate, aside from 
the rights in the island possessed by 
Spain, was a purely American con­ 
cern, and th at this governm ent could 
not view any outside interference with 
indifference. 
This answ er expressed 
the sentim ent of the country a t that 
time, and it does still. 
Cuba inde­ 
pendent, would be too weak to main­ 
tain herself long, and in order to keep 
it out of the hands of some stronger 
European power 
than 
Spain, the 
United States, in ber own defense, 
would be required either to establish a 
protectorate over it or to annex it.

of congress, regardless of the com- 
mere a1 or m arket price of the metal 
the same quantity of copper or iron 
can be coined into dollars aud perpet­ 
ually made to circulate as money at 
th a t price. If congress can 
convert 
fifty cents w orth of silver into a dol­ 
la r by stam ping it one dollar it can 
convert the same piece of silver into 
ten dollars or one hundred dollars by 
stam ping upon these coins ten or one 
hundred dollars.

Queen Victoria is reported to be in a 
state of mind quite the reverse of 
serene. 
In fact, the irreverent assert 
that her majesty is “hopping mad.” 
The alleged cause of her alleged anger 
is not political. The royal mind con­ 
templates the exit of Rosebery and the 
liberals and the coming of Salisbury 
and the conservatives with no painful 
emotions. 
The sympathy of royalty 
with conservatism is as natural as the 
inclination of water to flow down hill. 
Therefore the political change in the 
government is a source of joy to her 
majesty. It appears that a person who 
was formerly employed as accountant 
of the royal family tok advantage of 
that position—it may have been a mean 
advantage—to find out many things, 
including the amount of the queen s 
private fortune and divers interesting 
details pertaining thereto.

At various times there has been robust 
kicking in the House of Commons when 
that body has been asked to make pro­ 
vision for sundry scions of royalty.

The W orld Has a Way of Doing Things 
B ackw ard. 
Did it ever strike you as being at all 
peculiar that we should use the dollar 
mark ($) before instead of after the fig­ 
ures in expressing the sum of 5, IO, 20 
or any other number of dollars? We 
may say “twenty-five dollars” 
plain 
enough for anyone to understand, but 
as soon as we put the expression into 
figures and characters it is “dollars 
twenty-five” ($25) instead of 25$, as it 
should be. Nor is this all that is pecu­ 
liar in this connection. In every coun­ 
try which has a written language and 
a system of coinage the abbreviation 
for the unit of value precedes the fig­ 
ures. In England the pound mark (£) 
is used in the same manner that the 
dollar mark is used in this country, 
while the same peculiarity is notice­ 
able in Germany, where the abbrevia­ 
tion rn. (for mark) appears preceding 
the number, just as the French abbrevi­ 
ation fr. (for franc) is used in France. 
If abbreviations are not used the leg­ 
end is more apt to be correct. We find 
that in Mexico they have a “2% pesos” 
instead of “p 2%,” as one might expect, 
and in Newfoundland they have a plain 
two-dollar piece. 
So, too, in France, 
where the abbreviation is not used we 
find such 
pieces as “IO francs,” “20 
francs” and “40 francs.” In Germany 
they have a piece marked “X thaler,” 
which is all very plain, but the moment 
a clerk, bookkeeper 
or other person 
makes an entry or jots down a memo­ 
randum he tells you that it is a “th. X.” 
The English pound sign, which is be­ 
lieved to be the oldest monetary abbre­ 
viation now in use, is the old initial let­ 
ter by which the Romans expressed 
“pounds,” just as we use the “lbs.” It 
has been 
suggested that we use our 
money abbreviation backward because 
the Romans in expressing “pounds” al­ 
ways said “libra decern” instead 
of 
“decern libra,” the first being “pounds 
ten” and the latter “ten pounds.” 
When their initial letter or character 
was used it always preceded the figures 
thus: 
“£10” 
instead of the 
reverse. 
Thus the whole world has got in the 
habit of doing these things backward.

W HAT DO TH EY DO WITH IT? 


The M ystery 
o f th e Constant 
Chinese 
Dem and for Ginseng. 
Passing through the wholesale dis­ 
trict the other day a Nashville Ameri­ 
can reporter stopped in at one of the 
large houses to ask about prices. 
When ginseng was reached in the list 
the dealer said: 
“What the Chinese use ginseng for is 
to the masses one of the mysteries of 
the age, but that they gobble up every 
ounce of the herb that the known world 
supplies is nevertheless a fact. 
Be­ 
cause the most thorough inquiry has 
failed to bring about a complete un­ 
folding of the secret is not regarded 
by the average American as sufficient 
reason for refusing from $3 to $5 per 
pound, on the average, which the Celes­ 
tial offers for the root. Some of the 
largest firms in China make a specialty 
of handling the American export of 
ginseng and coin money at it. Some of 
our shrewdest traders have coaxed for 
the secret, and have offered money for 
it, but the gray matter at the other end 
of the Chinaman’s queue doesn’t seem 
to see it that way. 
“The American ginseng is growing 
scarcer yearly. 
The cultivated root 
has not th* wonderful power which 
fixes the value of the wild article; at 
least it does not manifest itself to the 
same degree. 
This fact renders the 
cultivation of ginseng rather unprofit­ 
able. It might be planted and allowed 
to grow well for years and years and 
then be salable at good figures, but not 
otherwise. 
The older the plant the 
more pronounced the wonderful prop­ 
erties of the root. In view of the fact 
that it is growing scarcer, unless the 
demand diminishes, the price of gin­ 
seng must go materially higher within 
the next few years. 
“The market here is largely specu­ 
lative. 
The Chinese ginseng houses 
each year send their buyers from Cali­ 
fornia to the East to buy up the re­ 
ceipts of ginseng. These buyers have 
not yet put in an appearance on the 
Eastern market, and consequently this 
year’s price has not been fixed. Deal­ 
ers are paying $2.50 in Nashville for 
the reason that they believe they can 
secw; the usual prices for all they 
take in. Some advices, however, are 
to the effect that the price will be 20 
or 30 cents lower, owing to the fact 
that the demand has been cut off some­ 
what by the w ar.”
